M anager, Texas Press Association 
Austin.—Even in a water mind­ 
ed Legislature, passage of a state­ 
wide conservation program appar­ 
ently faces some rorgh sailing. 
First hitch came when the House 
conservation committee voted to 
hold the 5100,000,000 Texas water 
development fund measure over 14 
days for study. Senate water com­ 
mittee had given it unanimous 
reeommondntion in less than an 
hour and a half. 
Representative Leroy Said cf 
Kl* ss, House sensor, was sharp­ 
ly critical of the delay. 
He said 
jt could he “fatal.” 
Representative A. R. Schwartz 
of Galveston, author of the delay­ 
ing motion, said he thought a 
5100.000.000 fund required some 
safeguards on investments. 
As now proposed, the develop­ 
ment fund could later be increased 
to 5200,000,000 by a two-thirds 
vote of the legislature. 
Another 
5100.000.000 bond proposal to buy 
w ater st or age in federal reser­ 
voirs could likewise he doubled 
It means a potential of 5400,000,- 
000 under the two plans. 
As destined by ii* sponsors, the 
development fund would be self 
financing, even thaw a long range 
profit. 
They anticipate the state 
would receive more interest on the 
bonds it buys from cities than It 
has to pay on the bonds it sells.

“wait and see” attitude on new 
taxes, two plans for new revenues 
have been Introduced. 
Representative Jerry Sadler of 
Percilla proposed a “manufactur­ 
ing tax” with an estimated yield 
of $52,000,000 a year. 
It would 
levy one-eighth of one per cent on 
gross receipts of manufacturing 
over $25,000 a 
year, 
including 
goods brought Into Texas. 
Two bills were Introduced for 
higher tuition at state colleges. 
One, by Representative Murray 
Watson of Mart, would double fees 
at state colleges, bringing in some 
$5,000,000 more a year. 
Another, 
by Representative Harold Parish 
of Taft, would allow the college 
governing boards to set tuition. 
Baste fee now’ is 525 a semester 
for Texas students. 


Independent oil operators, who 
want pipeline connections to their 
wells, will air their grievances at 
an April I hearing.

costs of the state's animal health 
program. 
In their convention last week 
the auction owners went on record 
opposing any new deductions from 
the account sales of shippers, and 
this resolution was construed to 
mean flat opposition not only to 
the livestock sales tax, hut for the 
various livestock and meal pro­ 
motional campaigns. 
Some members of the Livestock 
Sanitary Commission have indicat­ 
ed thc\ are less than enthusiastic 
alxuit the livestock sales tax idea, 
and the possibility of its being 
shelved was considered possible. 
However, some means of financing 
the animal health program must 
he found, they say. 
One of the latest proposals to 
come up is a suggested per capita 
livestock tax. This proposal would 
presumably tax each head of live­ 
stock 
in the state a stipulated 
amount and presumably the tax 
would he levied on the basis of 
livestock population as now car­ 
ried on the county rolls. 
Hundreds of livestock men con­ 
tacted in Fort W orth during the 
Southwestern Exposition and Fat 
Stock Show just closed, were un­ 
animous in voicing their opposi­ 
tion to any sales tax or transac­ 
tions tax on livestock. 
Two principal points were men­ 
tioned by virtually all of them and 
these were: 
1. Livestock producers are al­ 
ready “bardship 
craps'* b ecau se 
only two out of the 254 counties 
in the state are not designated as 
drouth disaster areas. 
2. Livestock producers consider 
the program more a public health 
m atter than one for the farm er 
and stockman alone, and as such 
the general public should hear the 
expense of animal disease clean­ 
up.

Proper Choice of Class of Return Is 
Paramount to Keeping Your Tax Low 


Editor's Note. 
This is the third 
in a series of articles on yout 
income tax. Tho articles deal with 
the various tax form--, exemptions 
liow to compute your deductions 
n >w to exclude sick pay from tax­ 
able income, and how to avoid 
errors in filing your tax return 
One 
article 
is 
appearing each 
week 
( ’lip and save them for 
road} reference when you fill out 
you tax return. 


By now' you should have your 
figures ready and you should have 
made a choice as to the type of 
federal income tax return form 
you should use to fit the amount 
and type of your income. 
That means you are ready to 
begin studying the 
instructions 
that come with your blank forms 
and decide the taxpayer class into 
which, you fall. 
By doing so and 
deciding how you will m ake out 
your return you will he in posi­ 
tion to save dollars and cents. 
The revenue service provides a 
16-page booklet telling you how’ to 
go about filling in Form 1040. 
There is a two-page instruction 
sheet 
with 
the 
shorter 
Form 
1040A. 
Pages three and four of 
the 16-page pamphlet take you 
stop by step through the Job of 
filling out your return. 
Each step is keyed directly to 
the lines on the forms and refers 
you to the exact page where }ou 
can get detailed information if 
needed. 
The ready reference fea­ 
ture is new this year. 
This article will attem pt to help 
you decide how you should m a k e 
out your return and thereby save 
you money. 
Basically the four classes of tax­ 
payer returns arf*: 
1. The separate return. 
2. The Joint return of husband 
and wife. 
3. The special joint return for 
certain recent widows and widow­ 
ers. 
4. The special “head of house­ 
hold ” return for single persons or 
those legally separated. 
The law spells out conditions 
under which each of these may­ 
or m ust—be used. 
Here Ii a de­ 
scription of these condition* to 
help you select the taxpayer status- 
giving you movt advantages:

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1. The Separate Return.—This 
can ba used by single taxpayers, 
or by married taxpayers who pre­ 
fer to file Individual returns. 
If 
the separate return Is used, each 
individual m ust report his own In­ 
come and list his own exclusions 
from income and deductions allow­ 
ed by law to compute his tax. 
If husband and wife file sepa­ 
rately, both m ust have income 
under the laws of their state. 
Many states have community prop­ 
erty laws. 
In these the wife has 
half 
the 
family 
Income, 
even 
though she may earn nothing her­ 
self, 
In these states the deduc­ 
tions m ay be divided half and half 
between husband and wife if these 
expenses are paid from their com­ 
munity Income. 
When husband 
and wife file separately, and one 
itemize* the deductions, both must 
do so. 
Schedule I, p»8e l l of the 
Form 1040 Instructions gives you 
the rates for computing your tax. 
2. The Joint Return.—A husband 
and wife may file a Joint return 
even though only one had income 
during the year. 
If they do so, 
the return must include all of the 
income, exemptions and 
deduc­ 
tions for both of them. 
A Joint 
return can be made on either form 
1040A or 1040. 


Both husband and wife must 
sign * joint return and each is 
legally responsible for the whole 
return. 
You can file your return 
this way if you were married any 
time during the year and remain­ 
ed married the rest of the year. 
You are not eligible, however, if 
you were divorced, or legally sep­ 
arated, any time in the year, up 
to and including December 31. 
Ordinarily it is to your advan­ 
tage to file a Joint return, if you 
are eligible, because of the split 
income method of computing the 
tax. The tax is higher where one 
person files alone. 
The joint re­ 
turn means th a t in figuring the 
tax your joint income Is split into 
equal parts. Your tax thus is th -' 
combined tax on the two halve 
Each half is smaller and lower tax 
rates apply in the computation 
This usually results in a sm aller 
total tax. 
Schedule II on page l l of the 
form 1040 bist ructions helps esse 
the arithm etic in finding the joint 
return tax. 
The income splitting 
features ara provided for in the 
rates listed. 
3. The Special Joint Return for 
Widow'* and Widowers.—In this 
you can take advantage of provi­ 
sions in the 1954 revision of the 
tax law’s. You can file a joint re­ 
turn for the full year if your hus­ 
band or wife died any tim e during 
1956. You can claim an exemption 
for your deceased spouse. In gen­ 
eral you would file just as though 


both had lived through the entire 
year. 
If your husband or wife died in 
1954 or 1955, you can file a modi­ 
fied joint return for 1956 provided 
you meet certain conditions stated 
in the law. In such a return, you 
claim only your own exemption, 
but you use Schedule II on page ll 
of the instructions in figuring your 
tax. 
Thus you get the split in­ 
come benefit. 
These are the conditions under 
which widows or widowers may 
file a joint return: You m ust not 
have rem arried before the end of 
the year. 
(If you have, you can 
file jointly with your new’ wife or 
husband). 
You m ust have been 
entitled to file jointly with your 
deceased spouse at the tim e of 
death. 
Since that time you muri 
have maintained a home w’hich is 
tlve principal liv ing place of a child 
or step-child for whom you would 
ordinarily be entitled to an ex­ 
emption. 
4. The Special Head-of-House- 
hold R etu rn .-T h is provision cov­ 
ers single jmrsons who maintain a 
household, and also applies to di­ 
vorced or legally separated per­ 
sons who do so. 
You also are 
eligible if you were m arried dur­ 
ing any part of 1956 to a non­ 
resident alien. 
To be eligible to file as head-of- 
household you must (a) Ma in tra 
a home w’hich is the principal resi­ 
dence of your unm arried child, 
step-child or grandchild, whether 


or not such child is your depend­ 
ent, or any other relative who you 
are entitled to claim as dependent; 
ib) pay more than half the cost 
of a separate home for your father 
or mother, lf either qualifies as a 
dependent of yours. The financial 
test is w hether vou pay more than 
half the cost of keeping the home, 
including such things as m ortgage 
interest, rent, taxes, insurance on 
thp home or the like. 
If you can qualify- as “head-of- 
houschold” your tax will be lower 
than if vou file a separate return. 
Schedule III on page ll of instruc­ 
tions pamphlet will give you your 
special rates.

Stamford revealed Wednesday, in 
a special telegram from Austin to 
The Herald, that a large volume 
of the mail being received daily 
by his office has to do with pro­ 
test against the many proposals to 
either force or encourage consoli­ 
dation of various school districts 
Ratliff, representing 13 central 
West Texas counties, stated that 
his constituents were alarmed and 
concerned over the proposals to 
eliminate school districts having 
no high school, and school districts 
having less than 500 students in 
average daily attendance 
As far 
as possible Ratliff has answered 
each 
letter, 
telegram , 
postcard 
and petition relative to the sub­ 
ject, but today stated that the

finds it physically impossible to 
keep up with individual replies. 
For this reason, Ratliff request­ 
ed the press to make his position 
on the subject of consolidation* of

tor stared that he is unalterably 
opposed to either a forced consoli­ 
dation program or a program, h* 
rf.fPrrPCj to as "political bribery”' 
by which state assistance is made 
available to encourage districts to 
either consolidate or do without 
the state assistance. 
"My d i'trict.” Ratliff said. ’ ha* 
many small communities enjoying 
wholesome civic, church and school 
life and activities. 
I will oppose 
any legislative proposal to disturb 
the rights of these con munities to 
enjoy these bask' American activi­ 
ties. 
Removing a school district 
or a school house from a com­ 
munity is just as wrong as remov­ 
ing a church from that commun­ 
ity. Consolidation programs which 
have resulted in the elimination of

Where do we hope 


to be five years from row; IO years from now? 


This is of vital importance. How can we hope 


to go anywhere, if we do not know where we 


are headed? 


Let s get out the old pencil and summarize 


last year's work. What mistakes did we make’ 


How could we have avoided them’3 Where 


were expenses out of reason? How can they 


be reduced? What enterprises paid off, and 


which cest us-3 What new enterprise can we 


try to bring in more income'3 


If we do not already have a simple system 


of keeping good records, now is the time to 


start.

In their convention last week 
the auction ow ners w ent on record 
opposing any new deductions from 
the account sales of shippers, and 
this resolution w as construed to 
mean flat opposition not only to 
the livestock sales tax. but for the 
various livestock and m eal pro­ 
motional cam paigns. 
Some m em bers of th e Livestock 
Sanitary Com m ission have indicat- 
iri the;, are less th a n enthusiastic 
about the livestock sales tax idea, 
and the possibility of its being 
shelved was considered possible. 
However, some m eans of financing 
the anim al health program must 
be found, they say. 


One of the latest proposals to 
come up is a suggested per capita 
livestock tax. T his proposal would 
presum ably tax each head of live­ 
stock 
in the sta te a stipulated 
am ount and presum ably the tax 
would be levied on th e basis of 
livestock population as now car­ 
ried on the county rolls. 


H undreds of livestock men con­ 
tacted in F o rt W orth during the 
Southw estern Exposition and Fat 
Stock Show just closed, w ere un­ 
anim ous in voicing th e ir opposi­ 
tion to any sales tax or transac­ 
tions tax on livestock. 
Tw o principal points w ere men­ 
tioned by virtu ally all of them and 
these w ere: 
1. Livestock producers are al­ 
ready “hardship ca*es’’ because 
only tw o out of th e 254 counties 
in the state are not designated as 
drouth disaster areas. 
2. Livestock producers consider 
the program m ore a public health 
m a tte r than one for th e farm er 
and stockm an alone, and as such 
the general public should bear the 
expense of anim al disease clean­ 
up.

2. The Joint R eturn. 
A husband 
and wife m ay file a joint retu rn 
even though only one had Income 
during the year. 
If they do so, 
the retu rn m ust include all of the 
Income, 
exem ptions 
and 
deduc­ 
tions for both of them . 
A joint 
retu rn can be m ade on eith er form 
1040A or 1040.
